Proposat to allow Chinese to nurse plague 
pationts in their homes at Ysumati. The 
suggestion of His Excellency tho Governor 
was well meant; but we venture to think 
that ‘nfter what has been said in public, 
especially by a unanimous Sanitary Board 
<-for Mr Browin said nothing to ) BUppyre 
his diasontient vote—His. Excollency will 
audit that no good would result from 
allowing Chinese to treat their plague eases 
in crowded tenement houses. We con- 
gratulate the Board upon arriving at a de- 
cision which is in accordanco with science, 
oxperienceandeomiyonsense. Intho matter 
of the treatment of a plague epidemic, the 
Uongkong Sanitary Board may well pose 
as experts, individually and collectively, 
and Mr May's comparison between Hong- 
kung and Bombay was fally warranted -by 
the compsrative results in tho two places. 
Dr Bell's picture of the Chinese house with 
its plague patient was not overdrawn, and 
was kufticient in itself to bring into-pro- 
minence the likelihood 
of infection. 


of the sprend 
We are conviited that tho 
greatest ubstacle to the curly suppres 
sion of the disease in the Colony is 
the criminal negleet of tho Chinese to re- 
port plague cases to the Sanitary Buwd. 
Rather than tolerate the cleansing and dis- 
infecting of their houscs, the Chinese cal 
lously wallow in their own filth, living in 
fetid unhenlthy surruundings, breeding 
discase and spreading it, regardless of tho 
health of the community at large. ‘The 
publice will be pleased to learn that the 
Government has sanctioned a large in- 
crease to the sanitary patrol, We hupo 
this will lead to the arrest, conviction 
and salutary pavishment of the trans- 
gressors of the sanitary byo-laws. Tho de- 
cision to establish a temporary hospital at 
Yaumati was a sensible once. We hope 
the present necessity for it will spoedi- 
ly pass away; but, nevertheless, the 
Board and tho Govuroment, in view of 
the. changed conditions of the Colony, 
might well consider the uccossity for 
establishing a permanent institution un the 
Peninsula. The time may not have arrived 
for the radical change we suggest, but it 
seems to us that the Government Civil 
Hospital, whatwver it may havo been many 
years ago, is not now so well situated 
as it ought to bo. Might it not be 
possible to dispose’ vf the presont site 
profitably, and transfer the hospital to a 
better locality, away frow Chinese noises 
und smells, eithor un the [sland or 
on the Peninsula, whero it is not likely to 
be built round by Chineso? In fact, might 
not the Hospitel, with the contemplated 
residences for Governmont servants, be 
| made the nucleus of a European residontial 
reservation, the necessity for which is sure- 
ly so oviclunt as not to require the support 
of elaborato argument?

Tonkin contemporaries down to the 4th 
inat. give further datails of the invasion of 
Froneh.territory-Ly ‘large bands of armed 
Chinese. The Chinese svemed to havo 
ectlegged mainly in Kwangsi, near Pés¢ on 
tho West River. Marshal Sou, the Chinese 
military official on the fronticr, has been 
pursuing these bands, with the result that 
Uey sought a fresh field for their opera. 
tions in’ Tonkin. Thoy are woll’armed ap- 
parently, with a large stock of ammanition, 
hut there is no ovidence that thoy are 
operating on a concerted plan or that 
they are under a capable leader. 
Soveral small Fronch military posts 
have been assailed, including Namquat 
on tho now -line of railway, Hero 
alieutenaut was wounded, five tirailoura 
killed and several wounded and a European, 
sergeant taken prisoner, Le Courrier a 
Lciphong takes a serious viow of the situa 
tion, and estimates that thera’ cannot be 
less than 4000 banditti actoally in Tonkin, 
and uf this number at Joast a thousand aro 
Chinese regular soldiers, This forco is 
being constantly nddedt to-owing to the 
steady infiltration of Chinese from the 
neighbouring Provinces, Considoring that 
$200,010 have heen paid to Marshal Sou to 
insure the tranquillity of thé” frontier, 
apparently without good result, our con- 
temporary very properly points out how 
dificult it is to satisfy the mandarinic 
appetite, protests against the policy of 
substituting native levies for European 
troops along the frontier posis, and suggests 
the establishment of a large camp of Euro- 
pean soldiers at Cacbang whence it would 
be able to movo out agninst any invaders at 
4 moment's notice,

Even crss cyes. sore eyes, and sume 
wffuctions vf the eyelids enn be cured by 
the proper adaptation of ylassos, This 
fact cannot be too widely known. 

Then, again, the prejudice against glasses 
has acted to doter persons from wearing 
glasses who really need them, without 
thinking of the danger-of thus treating. an 
organ whose mechanism is’ of the most 
delicate naturo, and whose use is almost na 
valuable as tife ituolf.
